(he Waste Transfer Station Minimum Fee effective July 1, 1999.

(2)(b) Operators of Non-Commercial Vehicles 
who transport Residential Waste consisting only 
of one or more of the following: grass cuttings, 
garden refuse, recyclable materials acceptable 
under the Region’s Recycling Program and 
ferrous and non-ferrous bulk metals. 


For each trip each day, a minimum $5.00 
fee for waste in an amount of 150 kg or 
less PLUS a fee of $7.00 per 100 kg of 
waste in excess of 150 kg. © 


For the first trip each day, there is no fee 
charged for waste in an amount of 150 kg 
or less. There is however, a fee of $7.00 
per 100 kg. for waste in excess of 150 kg. 
or a fee of $5.00, whichever is greater. 
For all subsequent trips each day, a 
minimum $5.00 fee for waste in an amount 
of 150 kg or less PLUS a fee of $7.00 per 
100 kg of waste in excess of 150 kg. 


Z. That this By-law shall be deemed to have come into force and take effect as of July 1, 1999. ©

NOW THEREFORE THE COUNCIL OF THE REGIONAL MUNICIPALITY OF 
HAMILTON-WENTWORTH ENACTS AS FOLLOWS: 


1, In this by-law: 


(a) "Ozone-Depleting Substance" means any refrigerant containing a 
chlorofluorocarbon, hydrochlorofluorocarbon, hydrofluorocarbon or any other 
substance that has the potential to destroy ozone in the stratosphere. 


(b) “White Goods" means large household appliances such as refrigerators, 
freezers, stoves, ovens, clothes washers, dryers, dishwashers, dehumidifiers, 
window-mounted air conditioners and any other similar appliances containing 
an Ozone-Depleting Substance, which appliances are generated by properties 
receiving area municipality garbage collection service within the Regional 
Municipality of Hamilton-Wentworth. 


2 That The Regional Municipality of Hamilton-Wentworth hereby assumes all waste 
management powers relating to the collection, processing, sale and disposal of White 
Goods for the area municipalities of The Corporation of the Town of Ancaster, The 
Corporation of the Town of Dundas, The Corporation of the Town of Flamborough, 
The Corporation of the Township of Glanbrook, The Corporation of the City of 
Hamilton and The Corporation of the City of Stoney Creek.
